Useful  Paragraph*. 

Pounded  alum  will  purify  water.  One 
teaspoon ful  of  alum  to  four  gallons  of 
water  will  cause  u  precipitation  of  the 
impurities. 

Chloroform  .  which  lias  undergone  de¬ 
composition  by  exposure,  cun  be  easily 
purified  by  shaking  it  up  with  a  few  frag¬ 
ments  of  caustic  soda. 

Cuttings  of  mauy  kinds  of  plants,  not 
usuully  increased  with  facility  by  ama¬ 
teurs,  may  be  rooted  easily  in  a  Wardian 
case  iu  the  sitting  room. 

A  mixture  of  peroxido  of  manganese 
and  water  glass  is  recommended  to  be 
applied  to  cookiug  etoves  when  they  are 
red  hot,  as  it  is  said  to  make  a  good 
blacking,  not  as  liable  to  burn  off  as  com¬ 
mon  black  lead. 

Pencils  are  now  sold  by  stationers,  the 
marks  of  which  may  be  copied  in  the 
same  manner  us  writing  made  by  the  pen 
with  ordinary  copying  ink.  The  method 
of  preparing  the  leads  is  as  follows  :  A 
thick  paste  is  made  of  graphite,  finely 
pulverized  kaolin.  andR  concentrated  so- 
futien  of  aniline  blue,  soluble  in  water. 
The  mixture  is  pressed  iDto  cylinders  of 
suitable  size  and  dried,  when  it  is  ready 
for  use.  Gum  arabic,  it  is  said,  may  be 
substituted  for  the  kaolin. 

There  is  in  Paris  a  vast  establishment 
— the  most  extensive  of  its  kind  in  the 
world — where  the  imitations  of  pearls, 
diamonds  and  precious  stones.generally, 
is  carried  on  with  all  the  skill  which 
modern  ingenuity  reuders  possible,  aud 
these  productions  are  sent  to  shops  of 
all  lands.  Here  the  whole  pro3ess  of 
transforming  a  few  grains  of  dirty, 
heavy  looking  sand  into  diamonds  of 
sparkling  hue  is  constantly  going  ou. 
The  sami  thus  employed,  and  upon  which 
the.  whole  art  depends,  is  fouud  in  the 
forests  of  Fontuineblea.  It  appears  to 
possess  some  peculiar  qualities  of  adap¬ 
tion  to  this  purpose.  The  coloring  mat¬ 
ter  for  imitating  emeralda,  rubies  and 
sapphires  is  entirely  mineral,  and  has 
been  brought  to  high  perfection.  Hun¬ 
dreds  of  operatives  are  employed  in  pol¬ 
ishing  the  colored  stones  and  in  lining  the 
false  pearls  with  fish  stales  and  wax.  The  ‘ 
scales  of  the  roach  and  dace  are  chiefly 
employed  for  this  purpose.  They  have 
to  be  stripped  from  the  fish  while  living, 
or  tbe  glisteniug  line  so  much  admired  in 
the  real  pearl  will  not  be  imitated.  These 
Paris  pearls  have  been  of  late  yean  so  per¬ 
fected  that  Roman  pearl  has,  to  a  great 
extent,  been  superseded.  Tbe  setting  is 
always  of  real  gold,  and  the  fashion  of  the 
newest  kind. 


Precautions  Against  Fire. 

Mr.  John  L.  Dnrkee.  Fire  Marshal  of 
Han  Francisco,  in  closing  his  tenth  uu- 
utul  report  to  the  Board  of  Fire  UuJer- 
writeru  of  that  city  presents  the  follow¬ 
ing  suggestions  to  the  public  as  the  re¬ 
sults  of  his  observations  aud  experience: 

L  Be  well  acquainted  with  the  best 
means  of  escupe  from  your  house,  both 
at  the  top  and  the  bottom. 

2.  Do  not  get  confus  d  ;  admit  no  one 
to  your  hnuse  except  firemen,  policemen, 
or  udghbors. 

3.  If  a  lady’s  or  child’s  dress  takes 
fire,  endeavor  to  roll  the  person  up  iu  a 

rug,  carpet,  or  any  piece  of  woolen 
stuff. 

4.  Keep  all  doors  and  windows  closed 
until  the  firemen  arrive. 

5.  Always  keep  in  your  bedroom  a 
piece  of  rope  sufficiently  long  to  reuch 
the  sii It- walk,  in  case  you  cannot  make 
your  exit  by  the  stairway. 

0.  If  you  cannot  make  your  way  from 
a  building  by  the  stairwuy,  endeavor  to 
get  in  a  front  room,  und  be  careful  to 
keep  all  doors  shut  behind  you,  for 
smoke  will  follow  a  draft,  and  flames  the 
smoke.  If  smoke  enters  the  room  and  it 
is  difficult  to  stand  erect,  get  your  mouth 
as  close  to  the  floor  us  possible,  and 
breathe  easy,  ns  there  is  always  a  fresh 
current  of  uir  near  the  floor.  A  wet 
cloth  over  the  mouth  will  greatly  aid 
breathing. 

7.  In  getting  smoke  from  a  room,  al¬ 
ways  open  the  upper  portion  of  u  win¬ 
dow. 

8.  In  case  of  a  fire  in  a  theatre,  or  auj- 
place  where  uumlierH  of  persons  are, 
keep  perfectly  cool,  und  do  all  you  can 
to  prevent  a  panic,  as  there  is  generally 
plenty  of  time  to  escape  if  there  is  no 
panic. 

(J.  Do  not  go  into  a  building  where] 
there  is  a  thick  smoke,  if  you  cun  help  it, 
without  a  saturated  sponge  in  your 
mouth,  or  a  wet  cloth  or  handkerchief 
over  mouth  und  nose. 

10.  In  ascending  or  descending  a  lad¬ 
der,  do  so  with  a  regular  step,  to  prevent 
vibration. 

11.  Have"mntal  or  earthen  vessels  for 
matches,  and  keep  them  out  of  the 
reach  of  children.  Wax  matches  are  not 
safe. 

12.  Never  lpave  small  children  in  u 
Loom  alone  where  there  are  matches  or

13.  Do  not  deposit  aplies  in  a  wooden 
vessel  or  upon  a  wooden  floor. 

14.  Never  use  a  light  in  examining  a 
gas  meter.

caudle  or  lamp  light. 

17.  Nev«r  put  kindling-wood  ou  the 
top  of  a  stove  to  dry. 

18  Never  leave  clothes  near  ft  grate  o'- 
fin-place  to  dry. 

IS*.  Be  careful,  in  making  fires  with 
shavings,  aud  never  use  any  kind  of  oil 
to  kindle  a  fife. 

20.  Keep  all  lights  as  far  from  curtains 
as  possible. 

21 .  Never  pour  out  liquor  near  an  open 
light. 

22.  Always  fill  and  trim  your  lamps  by 
daylight,  and  never  near  a  fire. 

28.  Never  blow  out  a  fluid  lamp. 

24.  Never  allow  fluids  used  for  lamps 
to  be  kept  in  a  room  where  a  light  or  fire 
is  used. 

25.  Always  try  your  coal-oil  by  injur¬ 
ing  a  little  of  it  in  a  saucer  or  cup,  aud 
if  you  cau  make  it  burn  with  a  match  or 
a  piece  of  paper  do  not  use  it. 

26.  Put  wire-work  over  your  gas-lights 
in  show  windows  and  keep  yonr  goods 
from  them, 

27.  Benzine,  naptha,  gasoline,  cam- 
phene,  varnish,  turpentine,  ethereal -oil, 
Ac.,  should  never  be  dr&wu  by  candle  or 
lamp-light,  or  in  a  room  where  there  is  a 
fire. 

28.  Sand  in  place  of  saw-dnst  should 
be  used  on  the  floors  of  oil-stores,  drug¬ 
stores,  Ac. 

2t*.  Always  nse  a  closed  lantern,  and 
never  allow  smoking  in  hay-barns,  sta¬ 
bles,  warehouses,  or  in  stores  where  goods 
are  closely  packed. 

30.  Always  keep  shavings  and  fine  kind¬ 
ling  wood  away  from  steam-boilers  and 
furnaces. 

31.  Keep  lofts,  cupboards,  corners, 
boxes.  Ac.,  free  from  greasy  rags. 

32.  Before  leaving  your  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  see  that  all  lights'  and  fires  are  ont. 

33.  Before  going  to  bed  see  that  all 
your  lights  and  fires  are  oat,  and  tbat 
no  ashes  have  been  placed  in  any  wooden 
vessel. 

34.  See  that  yonr  stovepipes  enter  well 
into  the  chimney. 

35.  Cut  this  out  and  post  it  in  a  cou- 
Mpicnons  place  in  yonr  store,  office  or 
dwelling.
